of Defense Wilson said today "a 
third world war is not the answer” 
to the problem of stopping th * 
spread of Communism. 
In an address at the commence­ 
ment and 150th anniversary of the 
University of South Carolina, Wil­ 
son declared: “We cannot knock 
out false ideas with bullets; we 
must counter and destroy them 
with the truth, with superior ideas 
and sound philosophy.” 
In cautioning against attempt­ 
ing to eliminate the Communist 
threat by another global conflict, 
the defense chief said: 
“Even a victory in such a war 
could be purchased only at tile 
cost of such horrible waste and 
destruction 
that 
the 
course of 
human progress would be set back 
many decades. And even after 
such a victory in a third world 
war, the free world still would 
have the problem of what to do 
with the vanquished and how to 
establish conditions of peace in 
the world.” 
However, W i l s o n emphasized 
that the United States and the free 
world must r e m a i n militarily 
strong. 
He said; “ I wish I could assure

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Prospects For Graduates 


An oddity of the great job hunt by high 
school and college graduates is that the pros­ 
pects always are good for the best prospects, 
even when jobs seem scarce. 


For m any years, a qualified graduate of an 
engineering school, for example, has been able 
to write his own ticket; jobs have been hunting 
him. 
A Northwestern University placement depart­ 
m ent study has revealed that 216 companies 
intend to employ 12,063 men from the college 
classes of 1954—or 460 more than they hired 
from the class of 1953. Most of the increase is 
accounted for by demand for engineering grad­ 
uates. 
A college diploma in itself is no particular 
advantage in the job hunt. Personnel m anagers 
have learned to look behind the diploma at the 
grade of work which earned it and at the 
academ ic standard of the school which granted 
it. 
The University of Maine has reported with 
institutional tongue in cheek that some seniors 
are having to hunt for jobs "for a variety of 
reasons — including indifference, low grades, 
vagueness of goal and excessive emphasis on 
pay checks.” 
Obviously, the same observation can be made 
about high school graduates looking for jobs. 
Those best qualified to share the burdens of 
their prospective employers have the b e s t 
chance. As the nation’s progress continues, the 
demand for manpower able to deal with its 
ever-mounting problems grows in direct propor­ 
tion. 
There is never a surplus of labor at the top. 
or in the group being trained to reach the top. 


Course Of True Government 


Most Japanese patriots, it is safe to guess, are 
humiliated by Friday’s outbreak of physical 
violence among their legislators. This is the 
sort of thing which could cause Japan to lose 
face in the sight of the United States, whose 
representative democracy it is striving to imi­ 
tate. 
But it is to be hoped the Japanese may be 
m ade aware of some things about representa­ 
tive democracy in the United States which are 
not visible on first sight. 
Physical violence among U.S. legislators is 
rare, although it is not uncommon even bere 
for a lawmaker to have the itch to poke an 
opponent. But there nearly always is someone 
on hand to stop the fight before it gets started. 
This is true only of fisticuffs, however. 
Outside of that, anything goes. No holds are 
barred. The boys may call each other by their 
first names and grin at each other, but they are 
out to kill. It is verbal mayhem, and some of 
them get to be so cute about it you can read 
whole pages of The Congressional Record with­ 
out being aware of the muffled sobs of victims 
who have been waylaid in obscure passages of 
dialectics and garroted with their own galluses. 
When the Japanese have had representative 
democracy a little longer, they too will know 
how to beat out an adversary’s brain with a 
point of order instead of a blunt instrument. 
When men rule themselves, the course of gov­ 
ernment never runs smooth. 
Only in dictatorships is the course of govern- 1 
ment smooth.

Point is he got it 
and put those letters in the mail.

Morse’s Future Bleak

Question For The Assembly 


If E lyria’s case against the Ohio Turnpike 
Commission is not a m atter for the courts to 
decide, which is the sense of a Common Pleas 
Court’s refusal to grant the city an injunction 
to keep the state’s first superhighway outside 
the city, the issue Elyria has raised will have 
to be decided by the next session of the Ohio 
General Assembly. 
Is the turnpike commission untouchable0 
Every city in Ohio is concerned about the 
precedent being set by this first clash between 
a new kind of state authority and local govern­ 
ment. If the Ohio Turnpike Commission can 
override one city’s objections to the location of 
its first projvct. the commission may be tempted 
to override the objections of other cities to 
other road-building projects. 
The General Assembly may have to spell out 
the Turnpike Commission s rights. 
The turnpike is a new idea for moving auto­ 
mobile traffic. The efficiency which makes turn­ 
pikes attractive to private investors demands 
that engineers be given a free rein, as far as 
property rights are concerned. In Elyria, en­ 
gineers clashed head-on with the property rights 
of a municipality 
The question is wehther the Ohio Turnpike 
Commission can ride roughshod over everything 
that may stand in its way, or whether there 
are still more important things in a free society 
than the straightness of a toll road. 
The answer may have to come from the state 
legislature.

terior) ran first and Morse second. 
Before the delegates caucused it 
was generally forecast that Mc­ 
Kay would be named chairman of 
the group and Morse assigned to 
the platform committee. 


THE 
DELEGATION, 
meeting 
together for the first time in the 
state capital at Salem, developed 
ideas of its 
own. 
McKay 
was 
named chairman, while Morse was 
refused the 
platform 
committee 
spot with a11 but five of the group 
voting against him. 
Morse was not present at this 
Salem meeting; nor did he at the 
moment display resentment con­ 
cerning it. At Chicago he 
con­ 
tinued 
ardently 
pro-Eisenhower 
and as late as August 19. a month 
after the nomination, Morse de­ 
clared his support of Eisenhower, 
although he said he and the candi­ 
date "disagree on certain specific 
issues.” 
On September 13 Morse 
with­ 
drew a promise to campaign for 
Eisenhower, giving as his main 
reason that the nominee had “ sur­ 
rendered at Morningside Heights” 
to Sen. Taft. 
At that time Oregon political re­ 
porters attributed Morse's bolt to 
the slight he had suffered at the 
hands of his fellow state dele­ 
gates. But Morse until last week 
never had admitted that his de­ 
fection began with the Salem vote 
against him. 
The reason why the delegation 
refused to put Morse on the plat­ 
form 
committee is not hard to 
discern. Ever since he came to 
the Senate 
he has 
been voting 
more often with Democrats than 
Republicans. 


JUST AS THE Oregon Republi­ 
can 
delegates 
were 
meeting. 
Morse was leading the van in sup­ 
port 
of 
President 
Trum an’s 
seizure of jtcel plants in an effort 
to force a wage increase. Morse 
was one of only three Republicans 
(Ives of New' York and Tobey of 
New Hampshire were the others) 
who voted to support the Truman 


seizure. Democrats divided on that 
issue. 29 for and 16 against. 
The Oregon Republican leaders 
simply were fed up with Morse’s 
persistent 
New 
Dealism. 
A n d 
Morse on his side may have con­ 
strued the delegation vote as no­ 
tice that his gam e of running un­ 
der the Republican 
label 
while 
voting Democratic in the Senate 
was running out. 
The point it is intended to em­ 
phasize is that the rise or fall of 
political 
officeholders 
usually 
hinges not so much on issues of 
high principle as on the play of 
conflicting personal 
reactions 
in 
their home states. 
In 1952 all 
hands 
in 
Oregon 
equally recognized the popularity 
of Eisenhower. 
Old 
Guard 
Re­ 
publicans of that mind were in no 
mood to perm it Morse to 
grab 
credit for an Eisenhower victory. 
Looking back over the years, 
changing sides at 
election 
time 
rarely has proved popular in the 
long run. The La Toilettes in Wis­ 
consin and Norris 
in 
Nebraska 
jumped back and forth for a while 
with great success. 


IN THE FINAL analysis, both 
Norris and young Bob La Follette 
fell in attem pts to climb back on 
the Republican bandwagon after 
deserting it in support of Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt. 
Similarly, the late Sen. Couzer.s 
of Michigan was beaten for re­ 
nomination in 1936 after renounc­ 
ing 
the 
Republican 
presidential 
nominee. Alf M. Landon. and de­ 
claring for Roosevelt. In that case 
Roosevelt won the state in 
the 
succeeding election 
and 
carried 
with him a Democratic senator. 
Sen. Ball of Minnesota invited 
his Waterloo by declaring against 
Dewey and for Roosevelt in 1944. 
Ball squeaked 
through 
for 
re­ 
nomination but lost to Democrat 
Humphrey in the final showdown 
because a large number of Re­ 
publicans preferred not to vote at 
all rather than support either a 
Democrat or a 
Republican de­ 
serter. 
Any way you look at it. Morse’s 
political future looks bleak. Up for 
re-election in 1956. 
he definitely 
has written off any 
chance 
he 
might otherwise have had for Re­ 
publican renomination. 
While Morse at the moment is 
supporting Democratic 
nominees, 
there is little indication that mem­ 
bers of that party in his home 
state are prepared to adopt him 
to the extent of handing him their 
senatorial nomination.

U.S. Seeks German Rearmament Bv Fall 


BONN 
The United States has warned 
France that German rearm am ent 
cannot be delayed later than this 
fall, according to high American 
officials in the West German capi­ 
tal. 
France has been told, these of­ 
ficials reported, that the U. S. 
hopes — and expects — that the 
European Defense Community will 
have been ratified by then. If not. 
the American statem ent goes on, 
then an alternative m ust be found 
at once and put into force without 
further delay. 
To underscore its warning, the 
U. S. has reached an agreem ent 
with the West German government 
to station a m ilitary aid mission 
of 60 officers and men in Bonn 
to supervise 
the 
distribution 
of 
American arm s to the Bonn re­ 
public. 
The mission is being housed in 
the 700-room headquarters build­ 
ing of the V S. high commission 
at Mehlem. near Bonn. Two of­ 
ficers of the mission already have 
arrived and are working on plans 
for the first phases of the Ameri­ 
can arm s aid program for the 
Germans. 
Twenty-nine officers are due 30 
days before the s t a r t of actual 
German rearm am ent, and the re­ 
maining members of the mission 
will be assigned within 60 days aft­ 
er rearm am ent begins. 


THE 
UNITED 
STATES 
h a s 
agreed to supply the future Ger­ 
man forces with tanks, artillery, 
aircraft and other heavy weapons. 
Most of the tanks and artillery to 
be turned over to the Germans in 
the first year already have been 
assembled in U S. depots in the 
Rhineland-Palatinate. 
Aside from the obvious urgency 
of strengthening t h e thin Allied 
defensive shield in Germany, the 
United 
States 
spokesmen 
have 
pointed out to the French that de­ 
lay in arming the Germans is ham ­ 
stringing the entire Allied defense 
planning. 
Basic decisions yet to be taken 
on the relative importance to be 
given to ground forces and atomic 
weapons cannot be reached until 
Allied 
headquarters 
knows 
how 
many infantry divisions it will have 
available and under what type of 
command structure they will oper­ 
ate. 
In Bonn the EDC stalem ate has 
demoralized the staff of West Ger­ 
man Defence Commissioner Theo­ 
dore Blank. Many respected form­

Adenauer and Blank to help with 
planning for the new G e r m a n 
forces. 
Now these officers are pulling 
out of the Blank office, complain­ 
ing that any intelligent planning 
is impossible in the present politi­ 
cal atmosphere. Blank himself is 
reported by close personal friends 
to be embittered and deeply skep­ 
tical as to whether G erm any can 
avoid a lapse back into Prussian 
militarism. 


BLANK IS SAID to feel that the 
time is fast passing when civilian 
authorities in West Germany might 
have exerted strong control over 
the structure and character of new 
German arm ed forces. 
Further, the hand-picked hand­ 
ful of former

that Adenauer and Blank have pro­ 
posed for key commands in the 
German EDC units are fast ap­ 
proaching m iltiary retirem ent age. 
Blank has based his planning on 
the assumption that these generals 
could organize and train the new 
German forces and lead them un­ 
til new leadership could be devel­ 
oped. 
Now. as m atters stand. Aden­ 
auer and Blank are faced with the 
strong likelihood 
that 
they 
will 
have to recruit almost simultane­ 
ously new planning and command 
staffs. 
Finally. U. S. Army authorities 
are protesting that it is military 
folly to have arm s clogging de­ 
pots that are badly needed in other 
places. Holland, for example, has 
cut back its planned buildup in 
arm ed strength because of delays 
in U. S. arm s deliveries. 


High American officials in Bonn 
said that no final decision has 
been taken on 
what 
alternative 
form German rearm am ent may 
take if the French refuse outright 
to fish or cut bait by fall on EDC. 
Adenauer himself has told inter­ 
viewers that he favors a direct 
j pact between West Germany, the 
U. S. and Britain. The Chancellor 
is said to feel that France would 
not oppose such a three-way de­ 
fensive alliance 


SUCH A PACT would obligate 
the U. S. and Britain to protect 
France from a rebirth of German 
m ilitarism 
d i r e c t e d 
against 
France. At the same time it would 
remove German rearm am ent as a 
hot issue in French domestic poli­ 
tics. 
American authorities pointed out 
that 
once 
German 
rearm am ent 
had started France might be in­ 
duced to become a party to the 
agreement. The way would then be 
open to include Germany in the 
North 
Atlantic 
Treaty 
Organi­ 
zation. Or at least so these offi­ 
cials reason. 
The American officials pointed 
out that such a joint Anglo-Amer­ 
ican approach to ticklish German 
problems has been almost stand­ 
ard procedure since the start of 
the occupation. 
This policy began with the m erg­ 
ing of the U. S. and British occu­ 
pation zones into the “bizone,’’ w'as 
followed with a joint declaration 
lifting the 
level of German in­ 
dustrial production established un­ 
der the Potsdam Agreement, and 
finally led to the German currency 
reform of June, 1948.

In Breezeway 


‘Gopher’ Runway 
Can Be Eliminated 
By Extended Siding 


Many home owners have swapped 
the vexing “gap” where breeze­ 
way separates home and garage 
for a charming space filler. Gone 
is the bare and uninteresting “go­ 
pher” runway. In its place is a 
simple wooden screen. 
Adding beauty and convenience 
to an unprotected breezeway is 
easy to do, and inexpensive. The 
screen is a mere extension of the 
siding of the home at convenient 
fence height to bridge the empty 
breezeway area. It can be installed 
when the house is built or later 
if desired. 
It generally is designed as a 
frame and studded wall. 
Some architects cap the breeze­ 
way fence or screen with a wide 
board which provides a convenient 
rail for potted plants as well as 
giving a finished appearance to the 
installation. 
To complete the union of home 
and garage into one structure, a 
gate of similar material can be 
installed. The gate can be both 
functional and decorative. 
Where home and garage share 
a common connected roof line, ad­ 
dition of the screening installation 
gives the entire home structure 
long, s m o o t h continuing lines.

Mar Fireplace 


Coarse Wire Brush 
Helps With Cleaning

Few’ things detract from a living 
room quite as much as smudged 
and sooty bricks along the top edge 
of the fireplace opening. They are 
so easy to clean that there is little 
excuse for leaving them in such a 
condition.

However, many a home owner 
has tried various formulas, rec­ 
ommended by friends, which re­ 
sulted in a worse condition than 
he had before he commenced op­ 
erations. 
To begin with. brick is a very 
porous material. This applies to 
the ordinary run of brick which is 
known as common brick, m u c h 
more than it applies to the hard- 
burned yellow or tapestry brick, 
and most fireplaces these days are 
built with a facing of c o m m o n 
brick. Therefore, caution must be 
exercised in the treatment. 
Acids and detergents will clean 
brick if they are properly applied 
and a thorough job done by a per­ 
son who knows what he is doing.

27. a husky, 
good-lookir.g steam fitter. was the 
first of two alleged sex killers 
seized by police over the weekend.

Rove. an 18-year-old Negro who 
police said admitted raping and 
killing three Negro women. 
He aroused suspicions, police re­ 
ported. as he stood on a rooftop 
munching crackers and watching 


detectives examine the body cf 
his latest alleged victim. 66-year- 
old Mrs. Isadora Goomes. 
His open shirt revealed scratches 
across the stomach. Police began 
to question him and under intense 
• questioning, they reported, he ad­ 
mitted strangling and raping Mrs. 
Goomes and two other women. 
The most recent victim charged 
against Roche was D orothy West- 
water.
